Mr. IRVINE, Banks — a bill to charier the 
planters’ bank of Kentucky at* Paducah: made 
the special order for next Thursday at 1 1 o’clock, 
and ordered to be printed. 

ORDERS OF THE DAY. 

A bill^to increase the terms of the court of 
appeals, was taken up. 

Mr. ANDREWS offered an amendment; which 
is to place the time of the commencement of the 
sessions of the court on the 1st Mondays of June 
and December; instead of April and October as 
proposed in the bill: adopted. 

The bill was then passed, and is as follows: 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky , That, hereafter, the 
court of appeals shall hold, annually, two terms, 
commencing on the first Mondays in June and 
December, and shall sit ninety juridical days, and 
longer, if the business require it. 

This act shall take effect from and after the 
expiration of the term of the court of appeals 
which commenced on the first Monday in De 
cember, 1857.

All to take effect on the 30th March, 1858, ex 
cept the Governor’s and his to take effect with 
the next Gifrvefnor. 

Mr. ANDREWS advocated the biil. 

Mr. WALTON opposed it. 

Mr PORTER spoke in favor Qf the bill. 

Mr. SUDDUTH opposed the bill as tojudge’9 
salaries, but was in favor of the balance.

Mr. FIAYCRAFT also spoke briefly in favor 
of the bill except as to the judge’s salaries.

Message of the Governor 

Returning with bis objections the resolution fix- 
ing the 20th Jan., 1858, to elect public officers. 

» Executive Department, { 

Jan. 20th, 1858. { 

Gentlemen of the Senate: 

On the 15th inst., a joint resolution, which 
originated in the Senate, fixing this, the 20th dav 
of the month, for the election of the public offi- 
cers of this Commonwealth, was presented to me 
for ray approval and signature. 

Construing the resolution to embrace the elec 
tion of a Keeper of the Penitentiary, I am, with 
ery great reluctance, constrained, by a sense of 
duty, to return it to the house in which it origin 
ated, with rnv objections to it. 

By an act entitled “an act in relation to the 
Kentucky Penitentiary,” approved March 10th, 
1856, the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund 
were authorized to make a contract with the 
Keeper, at a fixed and stipulated sura of monev, 
to be paid in annual instalments, and, in that 
event, by a provision of that act, “all laws re- 
lating to the Penitentiary, in conflict with the 
provisions of that act, and the lease made in virtue 
thereof, are repealed.” It is known to you that such 
a contract was made, and all the provisions of the 
law carried fully into effect. This act expires with 
the lease authorized by it, and the question arises 
as to what law would govern the liability, pre- 
scribe the duties, or fix the compensation of the 
Keeper. If, by construction, the law of the 
Revised Statutes should be deemed to be in force, 
it would revive the partnership feature, so uni 
versall? condemned oy the action of both houses 
of the General Assembly, and which, according 
to my own settled conviction, would be detri- 
mental to the best interest of the State. 

But the doubt about what law* would be applies - 
cable to the Keeper, now elected, is a sufficient 
eason for me to withhold my approval of the 
resolution. I have held it up until this time in the 
confident expectation that the bill passed bv the 
House of Representatives, and concurred in by the 
Senate, with an amendment, would be finally act- 
ed on, in time to authorize me to approve the 
resolution. This not having been done, the pro 
ision of the Constitution requiring “ever? order

The Penitentiary Bill. 

In our paper, a few days ago, we announced 
our intention to continue the discussion of the 
merits of the controversy concerning the increase 
of the sum for the lease of the Penitentiarv, but, 
by a reference to our report of the House pro- 
ceedings of Saturday, it will be found that 
such a course would be superfluous. The 
House, on Saturday, passed the Senate’s amend 
ment by an overwhelming majority, and to this 
fact we would call the particular attention of our 
respected cotemporary of the Lexington States 
man, who, for a time, thought that the Democrats 
should treat with contempt, the attempt on the 
part of the Americans, “to make profit out of 
crime.” Although quite a number of very re- 
spectable Democrats thought it highly culpable 
that the State should attempt to realize any ben- 
efit from the labor of the convicts, they could 
not see the imDropriety of a private individual, 
if he was a Democrat, accumulating a fortune 
from the same source. Some conscientious in 
dividuals were seriously alarmed for fear that 
Mr. South could not make much money by leas 
ing the prison at $12,000 per annum, and dread 
ed lest his avariciousness might get the better of 
him, and that he might be induced to maltreat, 
to overwork, or starve, the unfortunate convicts, 
in order to realize a profit from their labor. For 
ourselves, we never had any such misgivings or 
apprehensions concerning the gentleman’s char 
acter; but if some Democrats were really in 
earnest in their opinions, we advise them to elect 
some one who is above such temptation. 

The Statesman says: 

“The present Keeper, who has for the last two 
years paid less than $6,000, has suddenly discov 
ered that he can afford to pay $12,000, and our k. 
n. legislators who have been for thirty yea s con- 
tent to lease the prison to their own partizans at 
a sum far less than that amount, are just now 
awakened to the importance of securing to the 
State an enormous revenue from crime.” 

It will take such little trouble to convince our 
cotemporary that the main assertion in the above 
extract is untrue, that we will undertake the task. 
“Our k. n. legislators” have not “been for thirty 
years content to lease the prison to their own par 
tisans at a sum far less than” $12,000, for the sim 
pie reason that it is only within the last two years 
that the prison has been leased at all. Prior to 
the last session of the Legislature the prison had 
been managed as a partnership affair between the 
State and the Keeper, in which the Keeper re 
ceivcd one third of the profits. While this fea- 
ture continued, the State hardly realized a cent 
of profit from the prison, and the Auditor’s books 
will show that the present Keeper is the only one 
who has paid money into the Treasury for many 
years. The K. N. legislators did better for the 
State by leasing the prison to him at $6,000 per 
annum, than had been done by any previous Leg- 
islature since a State prison was first erected in 
Kentucky. He might possibly have been able 
to afford to pay a larger sum for the prison for the 
three yeirs ^rom March, 1856; but as the State 
bad at no previous time received so large a sum, 
the General Assembly, acting upon the report of 
the agent of tbe State, readily leased it to Mr. 
Ward at that sum — and we ask if honor required 
him to give more, when he could have got it for 
$6,000? We think not. But within the last two 
years the profit* of the prison have more than 
doubled, and Mr. Ward is now willing to give 
double the amount offered by him two years ago, 
rather than not have his lease renewed. We un 
derstandthat several Democrats, also, think they 
can afford to pay that sum, and it Mr. South can 
riot so manage as to pay as much as others can, he 
should not get the place. We hardly expect Mr. 
Ward to obtain a renewal of his lease, but do not 
think that Mr. South should have it unless he is 
willing to pay as much as shall be offered by 
equally as good Democrats as he is. Or, in other 
words, we do not think that the mere fact of his 
being the caucus nominee of the Democratic par 
ty, justifies the Democratic legislators in throw- 
in" away $4,000 of the State’s profits for his ben- 
efit. Let him execute a bond for the payment of 
the $12,000 per annum, or withdraw in favor of 
those who can do so.

The husband of the slave, 
who was also owned by Vancleave, bearing of it, 
on Thursday addressed his master in an impudent 
manner concerning it, and finally raised an axe, 
threatening to split his head open. Vancleave 
sent for his son Henry, and Daniel Thompson, a 
neighbor, to assist him in striping the black ras- 
cal for his misconduct. They came, and the ne- 
gro was tied up, but afterwards untied so as to 
take his coat off. The moment he was at liberty, 
he quickly drew a huge butcher’s knife from his 
bosom, and, with a savage yell, rushed upon his 
young master Henry, and plunged itto the hilt in 
his breast. He then turned upon Thompson, and 
iufiictcd a terrible stab in his right side. After 
having thus satiated his deep vengeance in blood, 
he was secured without resistance and lodged in 
the county jail at Lebanon. Henry Vancleave 
expired in a few minutes after the blow, and 
Thompson is in a critical condition from his 
wound. Tbe murdered man leaves a young wife 
and child to lament his untimely death. 

When the fact became known in Lebanon, it 
was with exeat difficulty that the cairn and law 
abiding citizeus could restrain the populace from 
lynching the murderer upon the spot. — Louisville 
Courier.
